Stamped  indelibly  on  my  mem¬ 
ory  is  the  face  of  a  young  man 
in  Moscow  who  stood  with  rapt’ 
attention  during  the  entire  ser¬ 
vice  and  blinked  hard  many 
times  to  keep  back  his  tears, 
^t  this  face  is  only  one  of 
many  which  change  from  smiles 
to  tears  and  back  again  to  smiles 
in  the  course  of  a  service. 

Many  of  the  church  attend¬ 
ants  are  old  people,  the  major¬ 
ity  of  them  women.  But  tiiere 
are  also  young  people.  They  are 
not  so  evident  from  the  pulpit; 
for  none  of  them  occupy  seats  ^ 
and  most  of  them  stand  in  the 
back.  Pastor  Orlov  in  Leningrad 
and  Pastor  Jacob  Zhldbov  in 
Moscow  are  both  in  their  ,70's, 
but  younger  men  serve  in  both 
places  as  assistant  pastor  and 
preachers.  We  were  told  that 
the  churches  prefer  older  men 
as  pastors  but  that  when  theae 
pass  from  the  scene  there  will 
be  young  men  to  take  their  pla¬ 
ces. 

Have  Uttle  Training 
Most  of  the  young  men  are 
without  formal  ministerial  train¬ 
ing,  since  Russian  Baptists  do 
not  have  facilities  for  a  theolo¬ 
gical  seminary.  A  few  have  stu¬ 
died  in  England  in  recent  years. 
One  of  these,  the  son  of  the 
Leningrad  pastor,  is  a  dental 
surgeon  and  an  assistant  pastor 
in  Moscow.

Perhaps  nature  worship  was 
the  one  predominant  religion 
among  the  Borinquin  Indians 
when  Columbus  stopped  for 
water  at  a  little  uncharted,  un- 
named  island  In  the  Caribbean 
sea,  but  soon  afterwards  the 
Spanish  Conquistadors  brought 
their  form  of  Cbritsianity  to  the 
island.

Indeed, 
looks  are  deceiving.  For  norm¬ 
ative  appearance.

Here  is  ample  reason  to  insist 
upon  a  proper  translation  of  1 
Thesa.  842.  OrdiaarUy  it  is 
translated:  “AbsUin  from  all  ap¬ 
pearance  of  evU.”  This,  possibly. 
Is  a  correct  translation  But 
what  does  evU  lool^Uke?  That 
depends,  of  course,  on  who  is  do¬ 
ing  the  looking.  For  example, 
should  one  refuse  to  watch  tele^ 
vision  because  It  has  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  evU  to  someone  else? 
The  same  question  could  be 
raised  about  picture  shows, 
dancing,  card  playing,  various 
Sunday  activities,  and.  as  for. 
that  matter,  everything  in  gen- 
eraL  By  this  process  one’s  life 
could  become  circumscribed  to 
doing  nothing.  For  there  is  al¬ 
ways  someone  who  wUl, object 
to  something  (or  nothing)  be¬ 
cause,  to  him,  it  has  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  evil.

So,  what  should  one  do?  Jump 
at  shadows?  Run  from  the  dark? 
Because  it  is  thought  that  evU 
lurks  in  the  shadows  and  bad 


deeda  are  done  in  the  dark? 
Judged  by  the  ether  fellow’s 
conscience  0  Cor.  10:3»>  More¬ 
over,  in  the  passage  under  con¬ 
sideration  Paul  probably  did  not 
■ay:  “Abstain  from  aU  appear¬ 
ance  of  evil."  Rather  did  he  Uke- 
^  ■■y.  “Abstain  from  every 
form  (or  ape«iesKof.«vil.” 

This  calls  for  insight.  Every 
person'  must  ^’exerchpwr’'7uaiB; 
ment  for  himseU.  But  la  this  in¬ 
stance,  man,  like  God.  must  not 
Judge  by  outward  appearance. 

The  question  is  not:  “Does  it 
look  Uke  eveli?”  But  the  ques¬ 
tion  is:  “Is  it  evil?”  Because, 
you  see,  looks  are  deceiving.
